Slcn Said to Be in Practical Co«- 


tjrol •€ Our Sterl TUorouehfmres—James 
jr. Hill the Greatest Kailroad Autocrat 
Since Commodore Vanderi»i2t'» Tiiue.

"The fact thin: eight men should be 


in practical control of our railroads is 
primarily due to tlie enforcement of 
t!ie Federal lairs enacted to prevent 
railroad combinations.

Certain it is that Mr. Yanderbilt. and 
the powerful financiers \vhose iaier- 
esis are closely allied with his, were 
the Urst ones to clasp hands in a pro- 
tective mutuality of ownership. Hav- j

Vanderbilt was in a position to take 
the initiative la a movement to domin- 
ate the railroad situation between New 
York and Chicago.

" 'T2ae community of interest idea is 


growing in favor,' he said, not long 
cgc. "Small lines of railroad, •with few 
exceptions, are not likely to grow ali 
by themselves, so it is much better for 
thco to join interests with 
strong 


lines. It is not necessary that the 
roads star-Id consolidate, although in 
rxiuy instances a more economical ad- 
ministration could undoubtedly be ob- 
tained by such a course. The time is 
corning when the community of inter- 
est will be so perfected that small lines 
cf road will fce cut o£ from connect- 
ing traSc so as to make an independ- 
ent pclicy en their part unprofitable.'

Tlie linage of His Dead Fiancee 


leaded From His Heart. 


"Mr. Buchanan, who was tho first 


bachelor elected to the 
Presidency, 


was sixty-five years of 
nge wh?a 


elected, and had deliberately given 
himself to a life of celibacy," writes 
William Perrino. in the Ladies* Homo 
Journal. "In the days when he was 
a young lawyer of Lancaster. Penn- 
sylvania. he had loved Miss Coleman. 
a beautiful daughter of a citizen of 
that town. Th'-y had been engaged to 
be married when one day he was sur- 
prised to receive from her a request 
to release her from the promise. Ac- 
cording to Mr. George Ticknor Curtis, 
the separation originated in a misun- 
derstanding on the part of .the latly, 
who was unusually sensitive, ever 
?onie small matter exaggerated 
by 


giddy and indiscreet tongues. 
Soon 


after the estrangement she was sent 
to Philadelphia, and there died sud- 
denly. 
Throughout the rest of his

Buchanan is not known to have re- 
vealed to anybody the circumstances 
of tills romantic tragedy. He woiucl 
only say that it had changed his hopes 
and plans, and had led him ir.ore 
deeply than ever into politics as a els- 
traction from his grief.

"The history of this picture is even 


more romantic than that of the Duch- 
ess of Devonshire's portrait. The hus- 
band of the Hon. Mrs. Graham, who 
must have been a most beautiful woo- 
an. had Gainsborough paint it for him, 
and a year later the subject of it (lied. 
The husband's grief was intense. He 
built in his house a niche, where tlio 
portrait was hung, making of it almost 
a shrine. 


"Not long before his death, feeling 


that this picture of his wife was sa- 
cred to him, he had the niche walled 
up so that the picture would be con- 
cealed as long as his house stood. More 
than fifty years later, in the course of 
some repairs on the house it became 
necessary to t^ar down this wall. The 
secret of the hiding place of the por- 
trait had died with the owner, and 
great was the amazement of the work- 
men to find this beautiful painting 
concealed between two walls and ap- 
parently in as good condition as whea 
it was painted. 


'"The discovery attracted general at- 


tention, and the painting was quickly 
identified as a Gainsborough and an 
excellent one. too. It was secured by 
the Edinburgh Gallery, and there it 
hangs to-day, a fitting memorial or a 
beautiful woman."—New Ycrk Sun.

Various Methods of Making Tlieui Deadly 


Practiced l»y Savases. 


Dr. W. J. Hoffman cf the geological 


survey has been making a study of 
poisoned arrows. Among other things 
he says: 


"The Aiaos cf Japan prepare a poi- 


son for spreading upon bamboo or 
metal arrow points, to kill game with, 
a small portion of flesh about the 
wound being cut oat before the animal 
is cooked and eaten. In Java, Borneo, 
Xe-.v Guinea and other islands the 
practice obtains to a considerable ex- 
tent. 


"The poisoning cf arrows prevails 


extensively in Africa, particularly on 
the west coast, in the Gaboon, among 
the Somalis and with the Bushmen. 
By the Bushmen the juice of a plant 
is used, mixed with the pulp cf a ven- 
omous worm. 


"The best-known and most active 


of arrow poisons is the \vcorara or 
urari of South America. It is chieSy 
used for the tips of darts Llown from 
the blow gun, and the most important 
ingredient is the juice of the piaac 
from which strychnine is obtained, to 
which are added certain other vege- 
table elements and serpent venom. 
In Centra! America poisons are also 
employed 
on arrov.-s and 
blow-gun 


darts. The Caribs employed similarly 
& poison made from the sap of a tree 
called the niancen Hies. The antidote 
was the application to the v.'ound of 
what we call arrow root. 


"The Seris of Northwestern Mexico 


prepared a poison by putting into the 
ground 
a. cov.-'s liver, rattlesnakes, 


scorpions, centipedes and other un- 
pleasant things, and beating them with 
a stock. Into the mixture the arrow 
root points were dipped, and it would 
be difficult to imagine a much more 
poisonous concoction or 
compound. 


The Apaches and neighborin? tribes 
were until recently in the habii of 
smearing upon their arrows a composi- 
tion said to be composed cf a decom- 
posed 
Jeer's liver and 
rattlesnake 


venom. On scrae instances crushed 
red ants are aiso reported to have 
been used. 


"A microscopic examination of such 


a coating upon arrows obtained from 
Apaches years ago showed the pres- 
ence of blood and a. crystalline sub- 
stance that was apparently 
rattle- 


snake venom. It is a well-establish c-d 
fact that the venom of serpents retains 
its poisonous properties when dried in- 
definitely. 


"The Shoshone and Bannock Indians 


that the proper way to poison arrows, 
as formerly practised by them, is to 
secure a. deer and cause it to be bitten 
by a rattlesnake, immediately after 
which the deer is killed, and the meat 
removed and placed in a hole in the 
ground. When the mass has become 
putrid the arrow points are dipped 
Into it 
The Clallarns of Puget Sound 


used to make arrow points of copper, 
which were afterward dipped in sea 
water and permitted to corrode. This 
was a dead sure death-dealer. 


"I have never met an Indian who 


would admit the use of poisoned ar- 
rows in warfare against man. They 
will say they use poisoned arrows to 
kill game, but not to shoot in warfare. 
In nearly all instances when poisons 
are prepared by Indians the operation 
is performed with more or less cere- 
mony, chanting and incantation, for 
the purpose of invoking evil spirits or 
demons. la their belief the effects of 
poison are due wholly to the presence 
in them of male%'olent spirits or dem- 
ons, which enter the body of victims 
and destroy life."

I 
know a woman who has actually mads 
her husband promise that if he sur- 
vives her he 
will 
stick a. hatpin 


through her heart before she te buried, 
to make sure that no spark or life re- 
mains. 
In certain parts of Europe 


they have what are known as mortu- 
ary houses, where the dead are taken 
and subjected to various tes^s to make 
sure that death is absolutely certain. 
I believe there is a bill providing for a 
somewhat similar course now before 
The Massachusetts legislature. If such 
a mortuary building is established, 
multitudes of people would gladly pay, 
say, S100 to be insured in a. company 
that would guarantee to make the 
necessary tests before burial or cre- 
mation."

Decline of American Whaling, 


la the last half century the Ameri- 


can whaling industry has declined tre- 
mendously. In 1846 there were em- 
ployed in the American whale fishery 
SSO barks and ships, thirty-four brigs 
and twenty-two schooners, with a total 
tonnage of 233,262. Today in this in- 
dustry there are only 
twenty-seven 


ships and barks and thirteen schoon- 
ers, with a total tonnage of only 8,746. 
The greatest tonnage sails from the 
port of New. Bedford, Mass., being 
nearly half the entire whaling ton- 
nage of America today. Close behind 
somes San Francisco, while the only 
other whaling ports are Boston and 
Provincetown, with only eight schoon- 
ers between them. New Londor,. Conn., 
nad a. brig in the business, the Rosa 
Baker, but last year she xras wrecked 
at Port Stanley, Falkland islands. The 
reduction in American tonnage con- 
tinues, that for last year being 1.72(5 
tons. All the idle vessels that had re- 
mained in port for two years or more 
were sold.

In a bad year like that which has just 
ended, when the herring are scarce 
and the weather niild, the price runs 
up to $5 some times. Every American 
captain brings from $2000 to $3000 in 
gold with him when he comes -after 
frozen herring. 


Of all this stream of gold compara- 


tively little finds its way out cf the 
district. The herring fishery in mid- 
winter has only beeu in existence in 
that bay for 15 years. Prior to that 
the people were idle 
during these 


months' and they now regard this ven- 
ture as a personal and private one, noc 
to be confounded with their regular 
vocation as cod catchers or their deal- 
ings with the St. Jolm's merchants, 
by whom they are fitted out for the 
latter enterprise. Accordingly, all the 
gold gained in the herring fishery is 
set aside and the wedding doweries 
cf the girls of the district are almost 
invariably furnished 
out of these 


hoards. In many cases, too. men, 
seemngly but ill-supplied with the 
world's goods, have been known to 
produce $2000 and $2500 for the pur- 
chase of a schooner or fishing prop- 
erty, paying down the money in every 
instance in United States coins. 


In Fortune bay the gold is obtained 


by the sale of herring for bait during 
the summer months. 
All the Ameri- 


can vessels frequenting 
the 
Grand 


Banks in quest of cod have to come 
into the shore for this bait, without 
which it is impossible to secure the 
cod. Herring and ice in which to ksep 
it fresh are chief items of outlay by 
the fisning vessels, 
and probably 


§100.000 is spent in this waj- during the 


This baiting business forms the main- 


stay of hundreds of the coasters, and 
the prices sometimes run to an ex- 
travagant figure, when the herring are 
scarce and many vessels have to ce 
supplied. For half

century 
the 


American vessels have 
been taking 


this herring bait, and all this time 
their gold has been piling up In For- 
tune bay. one generation ofter another 
availing itself of the profits of the in- 
dustry and having a goodly proportion 
thereof.—Xew York Sun.
